These men all hail from Perry co. Penn-
sylvania. They are mainly of the old Hol-
Landd stock, and lived within a cirenit of fif-
teen miles. They are all re-enhisted men
but two or three.

The company has been out over two
years, most of the time at extreme southern
posts.  During eighteen months they lost
but one man by sickness. They kept up
strict sanitary regulations, commuted their
rations of sult meat for fresh meat and veg-
etables, and saved by the operation from
one hundred to one hundred and thirty
dollars per month with which they made a
company fund appointing the Capt'n treas-
urer, and out of which whatever nicknacks
were needed could be purchased. They
always ate at a table, which they fixed with
croas sticks and had their food served from
Iarge bowls, each man having his place as
at home, which no one else was allowed to
oceupy.  While the men were here, they
showed that they were sober, cheerful, in-
telligent men, who had put their hearts in-
to their work, and did not eount any priva-
tions or sacrifices as too great, if only the
life of the country might be thereby main-
tained. During their whele term of serv-
ive they have not court-martialed a man.

They are commanded by Capt. Henry
D. Woodruti; a native of Binghampton, in
this State, but long a resident of Pennsyl-
yatin. Their first Lieut. is 8, Ouchmuty,
second Lieuts George Stroup. I any com-
pany can show a more striking record, it
would be very interesting to know it.

The Canadinn Badget.

The following is the substance of the
budget of the Canadian Minister of i
nance :

The imports were: $45,000,000, and the
exports $41,000,000. The duty on Cana-
dian whisky bos been raised from 15 to 30
cents per gallon. A specific duty of 40
cents per gulion has been laid on foreign
whisky, and an additional duty of 15 cents
on brandy, win, run, cordial spirits, wine
aud alcohol, to takeuflect to-day. The
following s the duty on tabacco, to take ef-
fect on the Ist day of July : Onecavendish,
plug, ete., 10 cents; cigarslowest, #2, high-
est, 85 per 1000. A stamp duty of 3 cents
per #1080 has been fimposed on notes, and 1
cent on bills of exchange.
